Most of what we hear is ju st the 
opposite kind of advice—here is 
Surgeon-General P arran , of the 
Public H ealth Service, telling us 
th a t there is a “ new starvation” 
in the United States th a t hits two 
out of five citizens, resulting in 
faulty nutrition. “ More than 40 
per cent of the people in the 
country are not getting a diet ade­ 
quate to m aintain good health and 
vigor,” w rites Dr. P arran. 


Deficiency D iseases Hare 


I gave reasons In the first article 
this week for believing th a t this 
sort of talk is grossly exaggerated. 
Physicians who see patients in 
charity clinics are fam iliar with 
conditions in all walks of life— 
particularly those walks of life 
where food is not abundant—and 
yet they find th at deficiency dis­ 
cases are still rare. 
But people are undoubtedly tak ­ 
ing vitam in products in large 
quantities. So the question is per­ 
tinent— does this do any harm ? 
E xperim ents have been carried 
out to determ ine this, and the re­ 
sult of them seems to be that 
there is no ground to fear th at ex­ 
cept in one instance, any ill effects 
come from overdosage. Vitamin A 
ia obtained by the body on the 


average American dietary in the 
am ount of about 5,000 units daily. 
McBeth gave large quantities of 
the vitamin to school children up 
to 16,000 units a day. The age of 
the children w as from 8 to 14 
years. No outw ard results were 
observed from this large dosage. 
Thiamine chloride, which is the 
crystalline form of Vitam in B, is 
required by the body in the am ount 
of about 60 units for children and 
200 units for adults per day. 
Twenty-seven thousand units were 
taken by a laboratory w orker in a 
single dose. And the same m an 
took twenty tim es the needed dose 
daily for quite a period of time. 
No ill effects were observed from 
the experiments. 


Too Much Vitamin 


Riboflavin, which is the chemi­ 
cal name for Vitam in Bt, can be 
taken in 1,000 times the needed 
am ount without producing toxic, 
effects. 
Vitamin C is destroyed or ex­ 
creted from the body very rapidly. 
In experim ental work on anim als, 
five times the ordinary am ount 
taken in daily by the body was 
given and no ill effects observed, 
and no changes found in the liver, 
hcurt, kidneys or lungs in the ani­ 
mals after they were killed. 
The only vitam in th a t can do 
any harm when taken in large 
amounts is Vitamin D. It norm ally 
is needed in the diet because it 
prevents rickets, and docs so by 
laying down calcium salts in the 
long bonos. When fed in excess 
this calcification goes forw ard at 
a more rapid rate, resulting in 
kidney stones and sim ilar deposits 
all over the body.
